The thick carpeting of 
moss extends from the shore to the 
edges of the glaciers on the mountain 
summits, and the constant melting of 
ioe tb rough the warm summer keeps

burdened with moist tire, and e\ 
thing is, like Mr. Mainalini's propog 
ed body, *' moist and unpleasant. '*

Even the art of printing, a Chinese 
art originally, but credited to con 
tinental Europe as its almost solitary 
great contribution lo the inventive 
arts that have influenced modem 
civilization favorably, owes itg chief 
utility to the devices of Anglo Saxons.

Finally, the Anglo-Saxon conn; 
count their wealth in comparison 
with the combined Wealth of all ot her 
countries that arc niicll gent, enough 
•o count statistically, a ml if the balance 
he not in their favor the estimate will 
be so nearly equal that it would be 
hard to tell to which side the prcpon 
deranoe inclines. In almost e\ 
tiling that speaks of achievement 
the musical and tine arts, it is 
the Anglo Saxon rac against the 
world, and in most practical tiling 
is the Anglo Saxon race alone, and 
there is no competitor. Why ig this 
true ? 

If we trace the growth of Anglo- 
Saxon civilization vve find the answer 
to this question. The race a.Ua 
more mptdly than other races, bee 
it makes use of better agencies 
promoting the interests ol i ban 

its rivals ami culnvaics a m»»re stolid 
spirit of self dependence. From the 
n of the earlier English kings 
down to the American revolution, and 
following through all the earlier and 
later vears of our own repubbe, there 
has been a persistent and an almost 
intermittent contest in favor of per- 
sonal independence and the right to 
inaugurate, carry forward and com nd 
oial affairs, without let or hin- 
drance from superior authority. The 
trans implied in this contest have not 
found their most adequate OBpreg 
In England, The emancipation o( 
Englishmen, struggling to ohta 

tiriu foothold among the continually 

crumbling debris of feudal institu 
tions. has been a slow process. Hut 
it has been continuous, and in all 
Anglo Saxon communities the indi- 
vidual and society have long heen the 
Brtt Ohjeots Of consideration, the 
rnnient being held only as their 
dependent and servant. The former 
lead, and the latter through its official 
representatives, whelher hereditary or 
chosen, is onlv expected to follow 
sustain.— William Mist* Khtvk in 
York San.
